EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

Diplomacy is one of those philosophic 
things that are never rebutted, never chop- 
fallen. If it fails to-day it arises with renewed 
vigor to-morrow, and goes to work as if its 
former efforts had been the ideal of success 
It is well that it should be so— well that 
pride and Iho other weaknesses that interfere 
in the work of peacemaking among indi- 
viduals should bo left out of tho category of 
diplomatic failings. Diplomacy has, howovor, 
of late been rather low in the barometer of 
pablio opinion. It oamo out of the Polish 
negotiations with a rather damaged reputa- 
tion, it made Iho Danish difficulty worse than 
the Junkers could if they had tried their best, 
and it fails ignominionsly in the American 
war. Noways disheartened, however, it is 
again te::iug its powers. It is endeavoring 
to prevent tho Danish defeat from becoming 
a hopeless disintegration of tho Danish king- 
dom ; it is settling finally, if anything can bo 
final on a soil liable at any moment to dis- 
ruption, the Italian quo3lion ; and it is, we 
believe, in the incipient stage of exertion in 
'Washington to put a stop to the present 
carnage in the United States. 

"With all its philosophy, however, Diplo- 
macy is not abovo playing tho gatno of a 
Holnud for an Oliver, and wo are not sur- 
prised to find tho Emperor of tho French, 
when asked by Austria lor n copy of the 
treaty recently negotiated between France and 
Italy, refusing, on tho ground that the Ger- 
man Powers had kept their own littln con- 
ference at Vienna to themselves. Austria is 
lather alarmed at ihe phase the Italian questiou 
is assuming, and Great Britain, desirous that 
no n*w complications should arise, ha3 sen I 
Lord Clarendon to confer with the Austrian 
Government. Willi all tho recent elation 
this Gorman Power finds herself in a predi- 
cament — she can either, according to a Vi- 
ennese journal, continue to oppose Ihe Franco- 
Italian policy and rely on tho alliance of 
Prussia and Russia against the Western 
Powers, or accept Lord Clarendon's advice, 
and leave the Italian problem alone. If Aus- 
tria opposes the Italian policy initiated by 
France, she risks nDOther Solferino, and a 
revolution in Hungary, with all the moral 
power, at least, of England hurled against 
her; if she tnrows herself into ihe arms ol 
France and England, and swallows the hitter 
pill of Italian ascendancy, she loses the con- 
fidence of her neighbors and to a great extent 
allies — Prussia and Russia— and threatens the 
desired unity of the German Powers. It will 
be readily perceived, therefore, that Austria, 
with all her recent victories, is not, as a Eu- 
ropean Power, in a very enviable position 
The chances are, however, in favor of her 
embracing the more liberal views enunciated 
by the English Cabinet. Thero is at the 
same time another English view that is b> 
ing pressed on the German Powers, and that 
is that the original object of Ihe Danish war, 
the constituting the Duchies into an inde- 
pendent Slate under the Duke of Auguslen- 
burg, should bo carried out. This would in- 
terfere very materially with the ambitious 
designs of Prussia, who is making the con- 
quered countries feel tho depth ol ignominy 
and outrage. At present it is calculated 
that there are two Prussian soldiers to every 
adult mile inhabitant in Jutland, and that 
the unfortunate people are drivon to the ut- 
most straits to provide for tho comforts ol 
these heroic conquerors. 

It is with relief that wo turn from the 
miserable affiirs of the European continent 
to the condition of Grent Britain. Here, 
with all the heavy financial disasters, tho nn« 
tion seems advancing with greater strides 
than ever. There is nn increase in the 
revenue for the quarter as compared with the 
same quartor last year, of £380.1)85. In Ihe 
postal department alono there has been tho 
remarkable increase of £140,000. Tho re- 
duofons of taxation made by tho Chancellor 
of the Exchequor last year amounted to 
£3,252,000, yet, although thero is another 
quartor to come, the revenue has made up so 
far £3,13 1,502 of the remission. The close 
of Iho year will therefore show a considerable 
inoreasa of the revenue, with nil tho deduc- 
tions; again demonstrating tho prescience 
of Gladstone and falsifying the predictions 
of thoso who looked for a deficit. The erai- 
gration fijw from the United Kingdom is 
decreasing in volume, from Iho operation of 
the simple law of supply and demand at home. 
Through tho immense exodus of the lap', two 
years, the working population is no longer in 
great oxcess, at lenst, generally speaking, un- 
skilled workmen obtain readily a rate ol 
wages (hat would ten years tigo have been 
looked upon by all classes as al-nost fabulous. 
Thero is, however, ns tho winter approaches 
an increased amount of destitution among the 
operatives in the cotton spinning districls. 
The American war is still acting ruinously 
on this class. As an indication of the sensi. 
liveness of lha manufacturing interest wilb 
regard to affairs in the United Slates, it is 
only a little while ago that tho mere rumors 
of peace propositions being entertained by 
the belligerents sent prices so rapidly down- 
ward that numbers of mercantile men were 
ruined, and on increased pressure brought 
npon Iho unfortunate operativos. Thero is a 
probability, however, that iho recent victories 
of our forces with thoso of tha French and 
American over tho Japanese at the S mils of 
Simonosaki, will open up the whole of tho 
Japanese trade, and thus giro on impetus to 
the English manufacturing interests goner 
ally. It will, at all events, help to counteract 
gome of the evils which the countiy is stiller 
ing by Ihe war in Iho United States.

The House went into committee, Mr. Buy- 
ley in tha chair, on the bill relating to Ihe 
office of Coroner, adjourned from last sitting. 
On tho question of lees, 

Dr. Dickson moved un amendment giving 
discretion to tho Coroner to pay oil reason- 
able expenses incident lo holding inquests, 
the amount lo be repaid by thu Colonial 
Treasurer. Amendment agreed lo. 

Mr.Donncs introduced an amendment that 
tha Coroner bo paid at tho ralo of 826 lor 
«noh inquest held during tho year. This the 
hou. gentleman said was Iho English prac- 
tice. 

Dr. Powell said Ihe fairest way would be 
forth* Coroner to be p«id by fees, and tor 
(he work aotually done. 



Dr. Diokson said the proposed allowance 

of §2U was just Iho amount now received by 
tho Corooor, viz , $20 for each inquest ana 
the necessary and reasonable expenses. ' 
#(Mr. Bayley supported the proposition of a 
fixed salary for the Curoner, umi thought it 
time enough to take up tbe question of 
salaries when the estimates came down. 

Mr. Franklin said the questions of a fixed 
salary wus already settled by tho passage of 
a previous clause. 

The further discussion of Ihe clause was 
deferred till tho completion of tho bill. 

On tho quoHlion of paying jurors and wit- 
nesses, 

Dr. Helmoken moved that jurymon be 
paid a shilling per diem and witnesses 
nothing. 1 

Mr. DeCosmos moved that every juror 
should receive SI 60 per day ; and every 
witness other than medical witnesses, SI 50 
per day. 

Mr. Dennes opposed lb a proposition as a 
most unheard of thing, and totally without 
precedent in England, Scotland or Ireland, 

Mr. Franklin oulled attention to the greal 
grievance of calling so many juiors on an 
iuquest. Tho prosent mode of calling twenty- 
three jurors, especially in country places, was 
most absurd, and he hoped the mover of tho 
hill would introduce a clause adapting this 
point lo ihe circumstances of Ihe colony. 

Dr. Dickson said although tho whole twenty 
three wore summoned, it was with great dif- 
ficulty lhat twelve or thirteen could bo as- 
sembled. He objected 'o the ruduolion of the 
number, as it might involve n serious matter, 
the finding ol a Coroner's iuquost in certain 
cases not requiring to go before a Urnud 
Jury. As to witnessos' lees it was already 
agreed lo in Ihe bill that their remuneration 
should bo left to tho discretion of the Coro- 
ner. 

Dr. Helmoken's amendment was lost, and 
tho original clause, leaving it to Ihe discre- 
tion of the Coroner, was carried by the cost- 
ing volo of tho chairman.

On tho Clause providing for a Coroner's 
Officer, who should also bo a police officer 
at a salary of S25 a month, 

In answer to Mr. Franklin, Dr. Dickson 
said that every coroner in England had a 
coroner's office'. It was highly necessary 
here, in order to got up evidence, look alter 
witnesses, <fee. 

Mr. DeCosmos said the Coroner, n? Justice 
ol the Peace, had authority to swear in a 
special constable, which he thought would be 
sufficient. He objojted lo creating another 
berth of 325 a month, and that lor every 
coroner in tho colony. 

Dr. Dickson said his sole object was to 
save the time ol Ihe jurors by having an offi- 
cer to collect evidence, tfce. The want of 
such nn officer was a serious inconvenience 
to the public who were called on to act as 
jurors. 

Mr. DeCostiios moved an amendment to 
the i-flecl that Iho coroner may from timo to 
time as occasion mny require appoint and 
swear in n special constable to act as 
coroner's officer, to be paid nt the discretion 
of tho coroner, Amendment passed. 

Clause 8, providing for the appointment of 
u deputy coroner by the coroner, subject lo 
the approval ol the Governor, wus passed. 

Clause 9. giving tho coroner power lo fine 
non-ntiendiDg juiors or witnesses, not more 
than 825, such fines to be collected as if 
levied by a judge of the Supreme Court, was 
passed. 

Clause 10, giving tho coronor power to 
admit prisoners to bail, was passed. 

Clause 11, giving the coroner power lo 
forleil recognizances, was passed. 

Clause 12, providing that the judge of the 
Supreme Court shall have power to issue un 
order compelling any coroner to hold an in- 
quest, where such inquest should be hold, in 
ease of his refusal to do so, was pnssed. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved as a new clause, 
that every fireman engaged in acting duty 
shall bo exempt from service or coroner's 
inquests. 

Mr. Franklin objected lo this question 
being reopened, as the Bremen wore already 
satisfied with the provision made. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said he feared if anything 
of this kind were inserted, the bill would 
prove like the barrister's bill, interminable. 
The clause was lost. 

Mr. Franklin again brought up ihe ques- 
tion of the number of persons summoned 
on a coroner's jury. It was n greal incon- 
venience to the public, and a cause of general 
complaint. 

Dr. Dickson said it was quite necessary to 
summon twonly-threo in the city in order to 
Ficuro a sufficient attendance. Never more 
than thirteen were detained on the jury, the 
rest being discharged. In tho country never 
more than fourteen were summoned. 

Tho point wa3 postponed till tho end of 
tho bill was reached. 

The committee hen /so and reported 
progress, and iho House adjourned at half- 
post five o'clock till to-day, when iho 
coroner's bill and the laud registration bill 
will come up.

Laying the Foundation Stone. 

The interesting ceremony of laying the 
foundation stono of the Female Infirmary at 
Hie easl end of Pandora street was performed 
yesterday afternoon, shortly alter one o'clock 
The day was fine, and n large concourse of 
persons ussembled to witness the proceed- 
ings. On the platform we observed Mrs 
Kennedy and Miss Georgina Kennedy, Ad- 
miral and .Mrs. Denman, Hia Worship 'he 
Mayor and Mrs. Harris, the Rev. E. Cridgo 
Dr. Evans, the Revs. Dnndas, Hall and Nim 
mo, anil a number of ladies and gentlemen 
interested in the undertaking. 

His Worship the Mayor having briefly in- 
Hoduced Dr. Evans, the reverend gentleman 
opentd the proceedings by offering up a 
lengthy prayer. , 

'Che Rev. E. Cridgo then slopped forward 
■ind said that be hud been requested by 
.Mayor, arid ulso by tha ladies through whose 
exertions this building was being erected, to 
read ihe fo'lowing document explaining the 
objects lor which it was commenced: 

This day, Wednesday, Nov. 23, A. I), 1864, 
was laid, in dependence on the blessings ol 
Almighty Gou, iho Inundation stone ot ihe 
Victoiiu Female Infirmary by Mrs. Harris, 
Mayoress of Viclorio.

He 
attributed grout praise to the philanthropic 
energy and purseveranco of Mrs. Douglas, 
Mrs. Konnedy, and Mrs. Harris, ihe worthy 
Mayoress, who had by ber invaluable services 
proved herself lo be the right person in tho 
right place.

By this con;) he has cut the knot of a 
difficulty that has foi a long while made him sus- 
pected throughout Italy, for ho has struck such a 
blow at the ttmporal power of 'ho Pope, as to 
have made the poor old man now occupying the 
chair of St. Peter and tho whole bevy of 
Cardinals, with Anionclli to boot, to tromble in 
their shoes. He has signed a Convention to tho 
elfect that in two years' timo the French troops 
will bo withdrawn from Homo; that iho Popo 
itust provide an army of 15,000 men for his own 
protection ; that Italy is engaged not to attack the 
States of the Church remaining to her, and will 
be prevented doing so, if so disposed ; and lastly, 
but not least, that the Government of Victor 
Emanuel will negotiate with the Pope to pay a 
portion of the debt of those Slates of the Church, 
which have already been annexed to the new 
Kingdom of Italy. Tho text of this alarming 
Convention lias been followed up by an explana- 
tory letter from M. Drouyn de Lhuys, the Fre

In some of our recent telographio dispateheB 
v/o hnd a rather contused and unintelligible 
account of the blowing up of the Confederate 
ram Albemarle. The following description 
!>ivon by a correspondent of one of the New 
York paporB is worth reading. It affords a 
glimpse of some of those feats of personal 
daring which war occasionally brings out, 
giving to the future novelist abundance of 
malarial for tho thrilling and exciting : 

Along tho dook where the Albemarle was 
moored were a large number of soldiers, 
evidently stationed thero to guard agaiust 
surprise by ti:o landing of a force in front of 
their lines. The blaze of n number of etimp 
(iros lighted up the rebel vessel and the liver. 
By the aid ol these Lieutenant Cushing dis- 
covered a piece of the floating limbers whioh 
surrounded tho ram on accessible sides, to 
guard against the approach of rams and tor-, 
pedoes, and by the aid of the samo light ho 
plainly saw n largo body of soldiers throng- 
ing to the wharf and blazing away at hie 
boat. To quiet theso follows he brought the 
buw of his boat aiound a little nnd discharg- 
ed a heavy load of canister into them from 
his twelve pound howitzer, mounted at the 
how. Making a eompleto circle under a 
scorching musketry fire, at less than thirty 
yards, ba came around bow on, at a full head 
of sloam, and struck tho floating guard o 
timbers, pressing them in toward the hull of 
tho ram. The boat soon lost headway and 
came lo a stand-still, refusing to back off or 
movo aheud. The moment for decisive action 
had arrived. By tho fire of muskets nnd 
pistols alir.ott in his face from the ports oT 
the ram and from a hundred small arms on 
hore, several cf his men were wounded, Tho 
aie looked desperalo ; but Lieutenant Cush- 
ing, cool and dotermined, seized the lanyard 
the lorpodo and a line of spirs, and crowd- 
ing the spar until ho brought tho torpedo 
under tha over-hang of tho Albemurlo lie 
detached it. He then pulled the lanyard of 
the torpedo nnd exploded it directly under 
the vessel, on the port side, just below Ihe 
port-hnle of the 200-poundor Brooks' riflo 
gun, which at the same moment was dis- 
charged at tho boat. An immense volume of 
water was thrown up by the explosion of the 
torpedo, almost drowning tho boat. To add 
to the peril of the moment a heavy shell from 
tho enemy's gun had gone crushing through 
tho bottom of the boat, knocking the splinters 
about in terrible style She at once began 
tn sink. Cushing ordered all hands lo savo 
themselves as best they could. He divested 
himself of coat and shoes and jumped into 
Iho river, followed by those of the men who 
were able to do so. All struck lor tho middle 
of Ihe river, under a hot lire of musketry, 
the bulls striking all about them — in two or 
three instances, it is feared, so badly wounding 
the swimmers that they sank before Ihe 
boats from tiie shore could reach them. Cush- 
ing heard tho rebels take boats und push' 
after ihe survivors, demanding their sur- 
render. Many gave up. Two of bis seamen 
were drowned near by him, whether owing to 
wounds received or exhaustion he could not 
state. How many fell iuto rebel hands is 
not ascertained. Pushing swam down the 
liver for a half mile, until exhausted, but 
reached the shore about daylight, and crawled 
through a swamp until ho reached a position 
within speaking distance of the enemy's fort. 
While lying there rebel officers wulkod by. 
From their conversation he learned that the 
ram was destroyed. After a while, deeming 
the situation unsafe, he managed to push 
himself along until he got a better position. 
Before midnight ho secured Iho services of a 
negro to go back and look after the Albe- 
marle. The negro returned and reported 
her sunk. Cushing then htruck through the 
swamp in his slocking feet until he reached a 
point Bix miles below the town, when he look 
a boat with a paddle and put off for the 
squadron, twelvo miles distant, teaching it in 
safety. Cushing's report says tho distance 
from the mouth of the river to tho ram was 
eight miles. In his march ho succeeded in 
passing the pickets stationed along the river, 
and was not hailed except by tho look-outs 

on tho ram.
